His 
first emotion would bo a desire to make 
his money quite safe; his next, unless 
ht was abnormally un-English, to'pos- 
sess a " place ;" and his next to bo rid 
of tho worry of direful supervision.— 
Wiion he hud obeyed those three in- 
stincts, ho would find that ho M 
in- 


vested his mency—the purcliuso of laud) 
included—at about 3} per oq^f., that 
ho hod two establishments to keep up, 
that ho had lost his old scale of calcula- 
tion about all expenses, nud, that tho 
£8,000 a year he was receiving was a 
very moderate income, out of which, if 
he gave awa^a tenth, ho would be vqry 
liberal indeed!' Tho idea of giving jon 
a great scale would 'frighten him, n» it 
frightens Vice Chancellor Mulins, wh6, 
on Tuesday, decided, no doubt wisely 
in tho CRBO before him, that great gifts 
wore so improper that the solicitor who 
drew up deeds conveying them ought 
to be soundly fined for lending his skill 
to asnist in such deplorable nets of 
weakness. Until ho reached n very 
high figure indeed, tho sense of wealth 
would not come to him, and even when 
ho has reached that figure there would 
remain tho reluctance to part with cap- 
ital, and a new sense of the difficulty 
of doing anything great, that is sconi- 
cally great, out of tho surplus income. 
Tiro millions will accomplish much,'but 
a year's surplus, say £40,000, will do 
very littlo. Tho interests of ordinary 
life being gone—for, after all, it is diffi- 
cult to work anything except politics 
when tho money payment for tho work* 
has loBtall meaning~*hc would have to 
discover a now one, and would find it 
either in accumulation, or in building, 
or in buying, tho latter ft tnsto which 
caniecomoa sovereign passion. Tho 
Mcdiccan habit of mind would copic 
upon him like a cloftd, and ho would 
find that of all of his dreams not one 
could bo realized without immense self- 
sacrifice, which ho would have rather 
less energy to make, than in days when 
ho dreamed of making it. And yet he 
would not ho changed, but wonld only 
fool the old fascination of money in a 
less imaginative form. 


Wo aro inclined to believe that this 


fascination of money, this desiro for it 
as (in instrument of power, incrcnBC* im- 
mensely with tho spread of culture and 
of what wo call civilization—that so far 
from its being folt mainly by vulgar 
minds, it is affecting poweri'ul and liber- 
al minds far rnoio deeply, They real- 
ize the might of cash much more strong- 
ly than then inferiois 
You can mark 


the truth of that sentence in tho writ- 
ings of men like Beokford of "AnaBtnsi- 
us" Hope oi' Edgar A. Poo—a bom 
millionaire who never had a shilling— 
of Ben Johnson—of tho honps of mod- 
ern writers who use wealth as the instru- 
ment of bliss. Tim spirit is not sordid, 
it is not oven mean ; l»ul it is earthy, 
and it' Ijogins to bo injurious.
